v'cri-. on tlia.t list. 


I an v/ritiny to find out v.d'oth r it is part of C.I.A. 's policy to make these 
minds of arran-tomonts with cz-Nazis. It would seem that there is good reason 
to heliovc that an effective dcmocr-a-tic opnosition to Communism cannot he 
bought hy a.llia,ncos with ex-Nazis. 

It has also hoen yltj discouraging to note that, as far as I can determine, 
no clear cut st.atomcnt has ever hocn issued hy your office doscrihing exactly 
v/hat the a.ims and ohjectives of this venture v;crc to he. Instead, appa.rently, 
the Dui'don of explanation has fallen upon HICOG. 

I raise theso points v;ith you hccausc it e’ould seem that in the last ana,lysis 
Gomowhero along the line., the C.I.A. ouaht to he rcsponsihlc for giving some 
explicit explanation of its actions. If present legislation excludes C.I.A. 
from this rcs^^onsihility, then pcriiaps that legislation ought to he suh,jcct to 
reviov; .and chapac.
